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Continuation of 3. NOTE: The Examiner withdraws the 35 U.S.C. 112 rejection based on applicant's argument 0009, 

The applicant's arguments for 35 U.S.C. §101, is that the invention outputs a value indicative of a 'medical condition.' Claim 1 also uses 
the term 'Identified condition' and 'medical events'. Both 'medical condition' and identified condition' are not even mentioned within the 
specification. The term 'medical events' is not defined within the specification. Office Action stands. 

Applicant claims that Elias does not train for a particular patient. Page 1096, C1:23 through C2:2 state the input of a 'patent's age' and 
'patent's sex' and 'in order to evaluate his performance', all are singular. 'Based on a neural network' of applicant is equivalent to 'back 
propagation neural network' of Elias. 

The amended portion of claim 31 'wherein configring the detection module further comprises adding a first pattern layer node to the 
neural network based on the first training case' will not be considered. 'Reconfiguring the neural network to correctly classify the first 
training case without altering the weights in retraining the neural network' of applicant is accomplished using a back propagatin method 
of neural networks. Using this method 'reconfiguring* is accomplished without retraining. Office Action stands. 
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
